(3) Policies and procedures that prohibit discharge13

of the individual from the waiver services provided by14

the project provider unless an alternative placement15

that is acceptable to the client or the client’s16

guardian is identified.17

c. In order to be approved by the department18

of human services for application for funding for19

development of infrastructure in which to provide20

supportive services under this section, a project shall21

include all of the following components:22

(1) Provision of services to Medicaid23

waiver-eligible individuals who meet the psychiatric24

medical institution for children level of care.25
